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SELLING HOT ROLLS AND MUSIC RECORDS 





WO small but significant incidents came to the 

attention of one of the editors of “Domestic 

Engineering’ which go to prove that, no mat- 
ter what things you are selling, it pays to push them. 
One concerns hot rolls—the other, talking machine 
records. 

Entering the restaurant on the railroad station of 
a Central Alinois town, the writer was waited on 
by a live young man with more than the usual amount 
of pep found in waiters. When he got the order, 
he said snappily, “Hot Rolls?" ‘Sure thing,’ was 
the reply, as the tone of the salesman-waiter indi- 
cated the customer might miss something by pass- 
ing them up. 

The editor watched him for half an hour, during 
which time he sold eighteen extra orders of hot rolls. 
This, incidentally, was good business for the house, 
as the usual free order of bread was dispensed with 
and hot rolls cost ten cents an order, which was dis- 
covered afterward, but they were worth it. It is sig- 
nificant to state that not one man within the writer's 
hearing ordered hot rolls after looking down the bill 
of fare. Had it not been for the salesman-waiter's 
‘“pushfulness,’” those rolls would have been candi- 
dates for bread pudding the next day. 

In an Indianapolis architect's office, the woman 
in the front office was called to the telephone. After 
a few minutes’ talk, she told the party at the other 
end to ‘send up both of them.” In conversation 
with her, she stated that one of the local talking 
machine houses made it a practice of calling her up, 
every month to tell her about the new records re- 
ceived and recommended her buying certain pieces. 
They had a record of what pieces she preferred, 
and usually made no mistake in their recommenda- 
tions. In this instance, she had given them an or- 
der for two records, and while she had received a 
booklet showing the latest masterpieces of jazz, 
melody and super-song, it had taken the telephone 
call to close a sale. 

The principles that govern the selling of hot rolls 
and music records also govern the sale of plumbing 
and heating equipment. People may know that you 
are in business and handle certain products, but un- 
less they are reminded regularly that they should 
have them, sales will go only so far. It pays to push 
things. It was demonstrated in the case of the hot 
rolls and music records and is being done every day 
by some progressive plumbing and heating contrac- 
tors. A place awaits all men on the speed-wagon 
of “‘pushfulness.’"” Climb up now! 


USING SALES HELPS. 





ANY thousands of dollars are spent every yeat 
by manufacturers and jobbers in the prepara- 
tion of attractive booklets, which are fur 

nished free to the plumbing and heating contractor 
Their purpose is to increase sales and they should be 
used on every occasion. It is unprofitable all around 
if no attempt is made to use them and they are put 
in a corner to accumulate dust, and finally thrown in 
the waste basket. Somewhere in the office is a place 
where they can be carefully filed, with one compart 
ment for each concern’'s booklet. A 10-cent book can 
be used as an index and can be hung near the 
hile for ready reference. With each compartmer't 
numbered and the manufacturers’ names indexed al 
phabetically, this arrangement will work out well. 
Not only will booklets be there when needed, but they 
will also be clean, and when the supply runs low 
another batch can be ordered. 

A neat table of folders and booklets can be a: 
ranged in the showroom and a card printed invit 
ing the customer to help himself. This can be im 
proved on by giving everybody who enters the shop 
one or more booklets, with the suggestion that they 
be read whenever convenient. Enclosing booklets 
with all business and circular letters, invoices and 
monthly statements is also advisable. These 
little things worth watching. In these days of keen 
competition, no man can afford to overlook any 
thing that will pave the way to a sale, no matter 
how small.

Not 
knowing the size of the tank, in which the heavy liquid is to 
be heated, it is impossible to make an estimate of the amount 
of surface which must be used in the overhead cooling or 
starting coil, but it is safe to say that if there is 20 sq. ft. of 
surface in the submerged coil, the heat loss to the liquid will 
be at least 6,000 B. t. u. per hour. That is if a water tempecra- 
ture of 200 deg. Fahr. is maintained in the coil and the tem

These valves are opened say one-fourth to half a turn, which 
allows a smali stream of water to flow through the chamber. 
This stream carries with it in solution a small quantity of soda 
ash, which mixes with the water flowing to the waste back 
and neutralizes the lime. The lime therefore does not incrust 
in the water back but is deposited sometimes as a sediment 
which can be blown out periodically. That is the principle. 

Perhaps you can buy a few bricks containing soda ash and 
hang them in the open tanks, one in each tank. It will be 
necessary probably to incase them in some way to prevent too 
much soda ash getting into the water. 

We might suggest that you try the following simple scheme:

Proposed Definition of Plumbing. 

“Sanitation is the art of practical application of the laws of 
hygiene to individual environments. Hygiene is the science of 
health maintenance. Plumbing is the art of installing in build- 
ings, the pipes, fixtures and other apparatus for introducing the 
water supply and removing liquid and water-carried wastes. 
lt must be installed in accordance with scientific principles and 
natural laws. 

“The disposal of liquid and. solid waste matter is of great 
importance. This sanitary necessary stands in relation to one 
of the most definite laws of hygiene which has yet been enun- 
ciated: 

“that all life is checked by the accumulation of its own

RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN THE ASBESTOS 
FIELD IN THIS AND OTHER COUNTRIES. 





An interesting report on investigations and developments in 
the asbestos field in all parts of the world has just been issued 
hy Oliver Bowles, United States Bureau of Mines, Washing- 
ton, D. C., reading, in part, as follows: 

Asbestos in Arizona. 

An asbestos claim has recently been located in Apache 
County, Arizona. The deposit is said to be extensive, having 
been traced over twenty miles. Vein exposures are so promi- 
nent that, according to report, one can, without the aid of 
miner's tools, pick up a ton or more of crude asbestos that 
has broken down from the exposures. Material from the de- 
posit, examined at the United States Bureau of Mines, is of 
the typical Arizona type. It is strong, flexible, silky, and oc- 
curs in cross-fiber veins with a fiber length of one to one and 
one-quarter inches, while fiber two and one-half inches in 
length has been reported. The material submitted shows the 
effects of surface weathering, and asbestos of better quality 
could probably be obtained by development work. 

The deposit occurs on an Indian reservation, and unfertu- 
nately the present law does not permit the development of 
asbestos deposits on unallotted Indian lands. The Office of

standardization and result in economy and efficiency. 
ot the administrative sections of this law to include the 
word dwelling or residence in the sections relating to the 
prosecution of violations of the law result in an opinion by 
the Attorney General, which holds that the law is not appli- 
cable to residences or dwellings. This error has largely been 
responsible for defeating the progress of standardization. 
Municipalities, who saw the wisdom and necessity of provid- 
ing standardization in plumbing practice. were compelled to 
re-adopt a state law by ordinance or resolution in order that 
it would operate equally. Legal authorities in some cities 
maintain that, the council or a local board of health could 
adopt the regulatory sections of the state law by reference, 
thereby eliminating the expense of legal advertising. Others 
held that there was a constitutional objection to this mode 
of procedure and that the state law, to ke made applicable 
to dwellings or residences, would have to be adopted by reso- 
lution or ordinance and published in full in the daily press, 


in the same manner as any other board of health resolution 


or ordinance passed by council. 

Particular attention was called to the residences that were 
being erected just beyond the corporate limits of cities and 
also the suburbs of many of the municipalities in the state 
in which no protection was afforded the owner against care 
less and reckless workmanship and inferior materials, which 
could only result in annoyance, inconvenience, insanitary con- 
ditions and cost of repairs to the owner or occupant. Those 
present were ot the opinion that they were not doing their full 
duty to the public by permitting this practice to continue with 
out an effort upon their part to correct the same. 

The question was of such importance that a committee was 
appoimted to draft a suitable resolution. The following reso- 
lution was submitted and adopted as read: 

“Whereas, We, the plumbing inspectors of Ohio, in meeting 
assembled, feel it to be our duty to the public to call attention 
to the insanitary manner in which plumbing and drainage is 
being installed in residences outside of the jurisdiction of the 
municipalities. 

“Therefore, Be it resolved, that we go on record favoring 
an amendment to that part of the State Building Code known 
as Part 4. which will make it apply to all classes and kinds of 
buildings as follows: 

““Part 4, Sanitation, Ohio State Building Code, Sections 
12600-137 to Section 12600-273 inclusive shall apply to and in 
clude all sanitary work, installation or equipment hereafter 
installed, constructed or altered in, for, or about a building 
or structure of any kind, class, or character, or used, or to be 
used for any purpose whatsoever.’” Signed W. F. Smith, Wm 
West, Chas. A. Foley and Wm. C. Groeniger. 

A resolution was also adopted requesting that the next meet- 
ing of the general assembly amend the State Plumbing Code, 
making it applicable to all classes of buildings and correct the 
error which occurred in 1911. 


Successful Methods of Prosecution. 

A general discussion upon this subject by those representing 
the municipalities in the state, brought out many important 
and interesting cases. It was found that, wherever the legal 
department of a municipality was in sympathy with sanitary 
laws, it was a simple matter to secure a conviction for every 
repeated violation. Another instance showed that repeated 
offenders were being brought into court regularly, fined, and 
then the fines suspended. This procedure can only result im 
disrespect for sanitary law, and every honorable means should 
he used in an effort to discontinue this practice. The equal 
enforcement and operation of sanitary law irrespective of per- 
son or persons is essential in maintaining and protecting public 
health. In the administration of sanitary regulations, politics 
and sanitary law will not mix to the advantage of the public. 


Advisability of Closer Co-operation Between State and City 
Inspectors. Advisability of Having City Inspectors 
Make State Inspections in Immediate 
Neighborhood. 

These two propositions, being so closely related, it was 
deemed advisable to discuss them jointly. State Inspector of 
Plumbing A. E. Smith outlined what in his opinion would 
bring about a closer co-operation between state and city in- 


20 
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:pectors, and of the great assistance that the municipal de- 
partment could be to the state department in making inspec- 
tions on buildings outside of the municipal corporation or in 
the immediate neighborhood upon instructions from the State 
Department of Health, which would mean a considerable sav- 
ing in time and traveling expenses and not work a hardship 
upon the city inspector. 

It was also agreed that the State Department was the natu- 
ral clearing house upon all matters of interpretations. In the 
past there have been a great many differences in opinions as 
to what is the correct interpretation of the state law in re- 
gard to certain methods of construction. It was shown that 
the State Department had been of material assistance to the 
municipal department in deciding many technical questions 
whenever the matters were brought to their attention; further 
that there had been very little difference of opinion between 
state and local authorities where the propositions had been 
brought to their attention in a like manner. Very often a 
plumber will incorrectly quote a decision or interpretation made 
by the state department. It was mutually agreed that there 
should be a clearing house upon all such matters and that 
the State Inspector's ofhce was the proper place. 

Assistance in State Registration of Plumbers. 

It was also requested that all inspectors file the names of 
the personnel in their office and department with the State In 
spector of Plumbing in order that he maintain a correct mail- 
ing list. 

The following resolution in regard to inadequate salaries 
was adopted: 

“We favor an adjustment of the salaries of Plumbing In- 
spectors commensurate and in keeping with the services ren- 
dered. and in proportion to the increased cost of living.” Signed 
W. F. Smith, Wm. West, Chas. A. Foley and Wm. C. 
(roeniger. 

I was pointed out that during the entire period of the war 
a great many plumbing inspectors felt it their duty to con- 
tinue on in their positions and turned down offers where the 
remuneration was considerably more and in keeping with the 
advanced prices in rents and general cost of living. It was 
pointed out that many of the inspectors’ salaries were far be 
low the minimum wage scale for journeymen plumbers in their 
respective cities. A motion was offered that a copy of the 
above resolution be forwarded to every city council, clerk or 
manager, calling attention to the adjustment of the salaries of 
plumbing inspectors in keeping with the services rendered and 
in proportion to the increased cost of living. 

Advisability of Forming a Permanent Organization. 

Owing to the necessity of some of the representatives having 
to make their trains the above subject was then discussed. <A 
motion that a permanent organization be effected was unant 
mously carried. Messrs. DT). D. Lewis, A. KE Smith and Wm. 
C. Groeniger were appointed on a committee to draft a con- 
stitution and hy-laws. 

Importance of Final Inspections. 

This subject had already received considerable attention un 
der the head of Enforcement of State and City Codes. The 
necessity of enforcing the provision of the state law, which 
requires a final inspection and smoke or air pressure test was 
again emphasized. It was also a consensus of opinion that 
steps be taken to call the attention of the mavors, city councils 
and boards of health to the importance and necessity of pro 
viding sufficient help to insure this service. 

Discussion of Proposed Standardization of Materials. 

The chairman read a letter from the Sanitary Potters’ As 
sociation explaiming in brief the reasons for their recommenda 
tion to eliminate the projection horn from the outlet open- 
ings of water closets. A thorough discussion upon this sub 
ject brought out the fact that the shortening of the outlet horn 
for water closets would have a tendency to reveal any me 
chanical defects in closet connections. The Columbus repre- 
sentatives were of the opinion that only the manufacturers 
were to be benetited by the standardization of closet bowls 
with respect to the shortening of the outlet horn. It was 
pointed out that the same amount of time and material re 
quired in setting the water closet with the projection horn 
would be required in setting the water closet with the shortened 
horn. By elevating the closet floor flange 3/16 inch above the 
floor would provide that the closet center properly and insure 
the same connection most generally used in every day practice. 
Mr. Groeniger explained in detail the objects of the National 
Bureau of Standardization and their efforts to produce stand- 
ards that would mean economy and efficiency in practice. 

Mr. Corson, of Middleton, presented the following motion : 

“We endorse the action of the National Bureau of Stand- 
ardization with reference to the shortened horn closet bowl

The California State plumbing law which requires all 
lumbers to secure permits from the State Board of Health 
efore they can work at their trade has been declared uncon 
titutional by Judge Dudley Kuinsell of the Alameda County 
ourt in Oakland. The Oakland jurist ruled that the act is 
alpably discriminatory legislation in that it compels all plumb 
rs to obtain licenses to operate, while anyone who does not 
roféss proficiency in this line of work 1s free to operate 
vithout transgressing the statutes. Judge Winsell’s decision 
vas rendered in the case of an East-bay plumber, who was 
irrested for operating in Oakland without possessing him 
elf of the prescribed permit. His attorneys applied for a 
vrit of habeas corpus, and the case was argued before Judge 
Kinsell. By granting the writ the judge automatically ruled 
that in his opinion the statute is invalid and cannot be en- 
forced. 

The St. Francis Hospital Co, of San Francisco, has taken 
ut a building permit for a six-story concrete hospital, to be 
erected at the northeast corner of Bush and HElyde Streets, 
it a cost of $250,000.
